Tradition has much to say about 
Winifred Saxe. There are stories of 
the singular influence she had over her 
husband and.sons.. Every man who 
came near her—even old Khasuke 
and the few remaining Indians of his 
tribe who lingered in the hills—served 
her gladly and took orders or scoldings 
from her. in silence... She had not un- 
usual beauty. There is a silhouette 
of- her: in existence which shows a 
delicately cut face, full of tenderness 
and fun. But, certain women in all 
ages have had an unaccountable charm, 
a@ magnetism which did not come from 
a beautiful person or face. Mrs. Saxe 
probably was one of these...In-an old 
letter her brother says: “Winifred has 
the voice of a cooing dove, but on oc- 
casions she shows the temper’of a 
lioness.” ‘ 

Her. own family and the Saxes were 
the leaders, the dominant minority, in 
a large territory, with its population of 
white settlers and Indians. The girl, 
as much as Victoria, was born to 
the belief that she belonged to a ruling 
class. She was a little, gentle woman, 
but she always bore herself with a 
certain quiet consciousness of power, a@ 
native dignity befitting a queen. 

She had, assuredly, a wider author- 
ity than falls to the lot of modern wo- 
men. To begin with, she had 11 chil- 
dren of her own; and two or three or- 
phans who never knew that they were 
not her own. The house. was large 
and the hearts of John and Winifred 
Saxe were big and warm. An army 
of farmhands was fed in the kitchen. 
_'The house servants were slaves, both 
black and white, for Pennsylvania then 
had slaves. The white ones were emi- 
grants who were brought to Ameri- 
ca free of cost and sold by ship cap- 
tains in Philadelphia for sums repre- 
senting their passage money. John 
Saxe crossed the mountains once every 
two years, and usually brought some 
of these “redemptionists.” Mrs. Saxe 
always had two, three or four “bond 
girls” the daughters of poor white set- 
tlers., She took theim when children 
and kept them until of age, instruct- 
ing them in weaving, sewing and cook- 
ing, teaching them to read, write and 
cipher, and to fear God and keep His 
commandments. They served her and 
she ruled them as a’ faithful mistress. 
It- was a pure, patriarchal relation. 

What education had she? 

None, .according to our ideas, Her 
only books were the Bible and “Pil- 
grim’s Progress,” but she knew them 
by heart. Her language in her talk or 
letters was modeled on their wonder- 
fui English. All of her thoughts were 
based on their, thoughts. She knew 
nothing of the philosophy of law. She 
never had read a novel or play or a sci- 
entific book; but she talked apart every 
day with Isaiah and -with David; she 
went through life and met death with 
John and Jesus Christ. Her company 
surely, was not ignoble. ' 

As for. her knowledge, she knew 
men and women. It never occurred to 
her to paint a picture, or to make a 
political speech, or to dabble in sci- 
ence, Her errand into the world, she 
well knew, was to lift up human lifes,

Association. 
We have lately heard an appeal from 
the Mass, Forestry Association to save 
the bunch of fine old_pines in the-little- 


town of Carlisle;just ‘beyond Lowell; 


and that appeal has . roused the “Lis. 
tener” in the “Transcript” . to call at- 
tention to a smaller group of old pines 
in the Putterham lot in, Brookline. 

It is urged that the Carlisle pines 
should be saved as contemporaries of 
the great oaks at- Waverley, to whom 
they have long sent messages by the 
winds. We imagine them to be as 
long tried and good ‘friends to the In- 
dian Ridge pines of Andoyer, for were 
they not well acquainted before our 
grandparents were born? —__ 2 

The Indian Ridge pines have the ad- 
vantage by their high position over the 
Carlisle pines in the hollow, and still 
mote over the Putterham pines m the 
swamp. The largest of these measures 
aine feet three inches in circumference 
breast high. One of the Indian Ridge 
Reservation pines measures nine feet 


| four inches; and there are two dozen 
or-more ranging from seven to ‘eight 


feet. 

Whilé we have the trees in our safe 
keeping, our friends and theirs, one by 
one, slip away from us. Four have 
gone from our list this last year, and 
all within the Jast three—-months. 

Dr. Edward Steese of Brookline, a 
Phillips academy boy in’ the Sixties 
during the past week. 

The other non-resident contributor 
was Prof. J. Henry Thayer, whose gift 
stands in the-name of himself and his 
family. But this did not include the 
married daughter Jiving in Germany, 
her loving remembrance of Indian 
Ridge was so strong an inheritance 
from her father that she sent a sepa- 
rate portion. 

We can easily believe that the in- 
vigorating air and picturesque beauty 
of the place- went to strengthen “him 
for his unremitting work as one of the 
great scholars of America. 

Now to come close home and speak 
of Mrs. Downs, who once said, “No one 
knows better than I, how well worth 
saving the Ridge is.” For one so much 
in love with beauty, it always:seemed a 
great proof of her equally strong love 
of order, abd cleanliness that for sev- 
eral years she was that director of the 
Village Improvement society who sup- 
erintended the care of the “Public 
Dump.” 

She spared both time and advice to 
the Indian Ridge committee, when ‘as 
she said, “For a few days I have not 
felt I had time to speak.”’ This was 
after she had finished the . stirring 
poem in which she described Andover’s 
History for the 250th Anniversary. 

Governor Wolcot wrote, “Usually I 
do not care for such poems, but that I 
really enjoyed.” 

Another enthusiast for the well 
heing of Andover left us with Dr. Ban- 
croft. 

He was alive to all its interests, and 
friendly with all its people, and made 
time to give to objects he might well 
have excused -himself from attending 
to. 

Let each of us try to realize that ex- 
cept for Dr, Bancroft’s appeal at the 
first meeting called by the Secretary of 
the A. V. 1.8. to secure the old pines, 
the Reservation would-now be an eye- 
sore, instead of the lovely woodland 
growing fhore beautiful each year. 

The special enjoyment in the Reser- 
vation this yettr was in the visits of the 
children of the Indian Ridge school. 
Fifty-six of them, during the month of 
May, came-in—four~squads” with their 
teachers to.pass the afternoon in roam- 
ing about. - They were all greatly in- 
terested in “Samson’s. Hockey” the 
curious boundary oak of the West 
Parish belonging to A. V. I. S, which 
stands nearly opposite the first opening 


-inte—the Reservation’: on the West 


Parish road. 

This entrance was made smvuoth and 
convenient through” Mr. Wm. Wood's 
gift of $25, a year ago. 

From “Samson's -Heekey” the chil- 


‘dren scrambled about till they reached 


our limit on the West Ridge, where 
there was scarcely one, even of the 
smallest of the youngsters, who did 
not enjoy the view. As _a reward for 
climbing, each one had a banana, and 
when the skin was so well buried that 
the teacher could ;not find it, there 
was a second.reward of chocolite. It 
was hoped that such object lessons 
would make them love the place, and 
take pride in keeping it tidy. “For it 
was impressed upon them that they 
were to be future guardians of the 
Reservation, 

But some: person who felt neither 
pride nor interest in the place has shown 
it by} tearing down - the” “Rules” and

Regulatiotix’””” These have been re- 
placed, and we trust that the little 
guardians of the Reservation will see 
that nothing harms them.. We count 
also on the continued friendly super- 
vision of the Burns Club, which was 
promiséd by their president in the 
spring of 1898,—and-—-which we are Slire 
-has always had‘a good influence. 

The pleasure of the children -has 
been mentioned, another kind came 
through some little bunches of par- 
tridge berry vines sent this autumn to 
Prof. Thayer, Dr. Bancroft and Mrs; 
Downs. Each of them appreciated the 
berries in a special.way, and sent touch- 
ing words of thanks, 

By the gift last May from Mr. J. W 
Barnard of $25, our kind and_ tireless

: Unique ‘Bill. 

BOSTON, Jan. 28—Representative E. 
B. Callendar of Boston will introduce 
in the Massachusetts House today a 
unique piece of De tion. It has been 
frequently charged in former years 
when public service corporations have 
had. nt matters pending in the 
legislature, that votes for the desited 
legislation have been secured or im- 
plied obligations formed by the grant- 
ing of employment to the constituents 
of the members. : 

Representative Callendar now pro- 
poses to meet this question by the fol- 
lowing bill, which he filed with the 


sclerk of the House yesterday: 


An act to prevent the soliciting of 
positions in any of the public service 
corporations doing business. in this 
commonwealth by members of the Gen- 
eral Court, 

Sec, 1—No member of the General 
Court shall; directly or. fridirectly, so- 
licit for himsélf or others any position 
or office in the gift or control of any 
public service corporation doing. busi- 
ness_in-this-common Wealth. 


Sec, 2—Any pubilc service-corporation [ 


which shall, directly or indiréctly, 
grant or give to any one an office or 
position under its control at the request 
of any member of the General Court, 
whether directly or indirectly. made, 
shall be punished by a fine of not less 
than -$100 or more than $1000: 

Sec, 3—In the construction of this act 
public service corporations shall in- 
clude railroad, railway, telephone cor-' 
porations and all corporations or ass0o- 
ciations for the manufacture or distri- 
bution of gas and all corporations fur- 
nighing electric light or power. 

"Sec. 4—Any member of the General 
Court who shall transgress the provi- 
sion of sec. 1 of this act shall be pun- 


Sec, 5—This act shall take effect upon 
its passage.

Mr. Truell explained how hard Col. 
Low had tried to get a price which 
would warrant the purchase of the 
Lawrence street property without suc- 
cess, ; ‘ — 

Alderman Eaton said that he had in- 
terested himself in the matter the past 
few weeks and was. able to announce 
that the Lawrence street lot can now 
be purchased for $44,500. The govern- 
ment has appropriated $40,000 for the 
site and $95,000 for the building and 
he thought the reduced figures he had 
fecured might make it possible for the 
government to buy this lot after all. 
He_said.the—buildings might” be ‘sold 
for enough, in his opinion, to bring the 
actual price down close to $40,000.

PUBLIC RECORDS. 


The fourteenth report on the custody 
and condition of’the public records of 
parishes, towns and counties, by Rob- 
ert T. Swan, commissioner, contains 
the following reference to the tefms of 
city clerks, which is of interest in Law- 
rence: 

“The statement that several years o1 
labor are required to bring about cer- 
tain results is verified by the fact that 
it has taken 11 years to make it pos- 
sible for cities to elect their clerks fo: 
terms of three years. That 27 of the 
83 cities have accepted the act author- 
izing such elections, by a total majority 
of nearly two to one, is a most impor- 
tant result, as ft will check a tendency 
which was growing, toward making the 
office political, to be contested annual- 
ly and will serve notice on those who 
would bring the county recording of- 
fiec into politics, that sentiment {fs 
against it. The commissioner has al- 
ways urged that the cities and town be 
put upon the same basis as the counties 
and that the election of the record- 
ing officers in the cities and towns fo) 
long terms be required, not merely au- 
thorized, but the ‘popular approval of 
the act of authorization may have ¢ 
better result than if the legislature 
aione had passed upon it, and the cities 
which have rejected it may come into 
line with popular opinion,

ell, Marlborough, Northampton, Quincy 
and Waltham.
